1. The two-man office of Security survey team 
(including one represenative from the Special Security 
Center) has completed its survey of the Intelligence 


Community Staff. A survey report is in preparation. 


2. Secretary services were provided in support of 
the 25 June 1974 Meeting of the Security Committee.

Members of the Board have approved the report except the 
Defense Intelligence Agency member, who is reported to 
disagree with some of the recommendations - Another matter 
pending before the Board of interest to the Special Secu- 
rity Center relates to two recommendations to obtain 
Presidential approval to declassify the "fact oft satellite 
 eeonnaissance- presently classified SECRET. 


3, A major new development in the TKH civil appli- 
cations program required considerable staff work by the 
Special Security Center. This related to an office of 
Management and Budget initiative to require the Department 

of Interior to expand a pending unclassified study contract 
with the Earth Satellite Corporation related to EROS cost- 
benefits, to be reconciled with classified material available 
in TKH channels. There 1s Congressional interest in this 
subject of which the Director of Central. Intelligence has 
been advised. 


4. Compartmented intelligence security briefings and 
debriefings were conducted of three 3) CIA and thirty-one
